that Christian businessmen work-

ANGERS — REAL AND UNREAL: Every day we see headlines 

“Democracy Threatened,” “Danger of Attack Growing.” And then 
we are warned of “Communist infiltration” and the “growth of Russia’s 
armed might.” Yet the truth is that Communist strength as a subversive 
threat in this country has been steadily dwindling — 20 years ago there 
were over 100,000 registered Communist Party members while at the 
present time only 25,000 to 30,000 at the most are officially believed to 
be operatively associated in organized Communist activities in this coun- 
try, according to FBI estimates. Even 30,000 is far too many, but in con- 
trast to Italy where there is an active party membership of well over 2 
million Communists with nearly 10 million Italians voting Communist in 
the last election— a similar situation existing in France —the scare 
headlines about Communists in America are neither factual nor fair to 
the public. This becomes doubly apparent when we recall the constant 
stream of headlines which warn that an armed attack by Russia is threat- 
ening or imminent, though Between The Lines has continuously been 
able to parallel such hysterical warnings with statements from other top 
military or news sources that there were in reality no evidences whatever 
that a Russian armed assault was in preparation. 


EMOCRACY UNDERMINED: But when evidences came to light 

of a real threat to the very foundations and structure of our free 
society, through the disintegration of our educational system, most news- 
papers put it on the back pages and the public pays little heed. 

We are not overemphasizing this danger as some might claim. 
This threat is real — why shouldn’t it get some of the same emphasis we 
give to the menace of communism? Men cannot sustain a free society 
unless they are informed, enlightened, aware. We cannot have an in- 
formed and enlightened society if children grow up half educated — 
“poorly taught in droves,” as one leading educator describes it. Such 
conditions have repeatedly led to dictatorships of one form or another in 
the past and in our day. 

THE FACTS: There are 36,949,700 students — 23.1 per cent of 
our population — now enrolled in the schools of America, the largest en- 
roliment in our history. Yet many will not be getting the kind of educa- 
tion which they need or have a right to expect and to which their citizen- 
ship and the taxes collected entitle them. 

According to findings by the U. S. Office of Education, three out 
of every five school rooms are overcrowded. Public grade and high 
schools alone lack 345,000 classrooms to meet minimum standards. Grade 
schools alone lack 72,000 teachers. This means “doubling up” of already 
overcrowded classes, and the acceptance of teachers who do not have 
proper qualifications. This year when 160,000 new teachers were needed, 
only 45,000 persons prepared to teach came out of colleges and teachers’ 
institutes. And some 60,000 teachers, who draw an average salary of 
only $3400 a year, leave the profession annually. 

ONE OUT OF EVERY FIVE children will attend school in old 
buildings which fail to meet minimum fire and safety standards. Thus 
many children during the coming year will be killed, injured or become 
ill because of overcrowding, improper sanitation or antiquated and faulty 
heating equipment, etc. And millions of others will be “educated” in 


makeshift schools—quonset-type huts, fire halls or basement store rooms.

Report From Mexico 


History in the last two decades 
has demonstrated that where 
wholesome progress continues, 
communism has little opportunity 
to grow. Yet we in the U. S., in 
our absorption with scare head- 
lines about Russian H-bombs and 
the threat of Red infiltration in 
many parts of the world, seem 
strangely indifferent to good news 
that lies right at our door and 
means more, perhaps, to our se- 
curity than what happens across 
the world. 


Despite discouragements and set- 
backs, Mexico continues her val- 
iant upward struggle out of pover- 
ty and illiteracy toward a prosper- 
ous, well- governed democratic 
state. Every September, the Presi- 
dent of Mexico makes a report of 
his plans and activities to the Con- 
gress of the nation, and in his first 
message President Cortines, who 
took office last January, outlined 
not only the progress his Adminis- 
tration had made toward reforms 
but he presented a clear-cut, chal- 
lenging program for the immediate 
future. According to Worldover 
Press, Cortines calls the nation to 
realize that in the past 10 years 
their population has grown by 6 
million, during which period the 
national income increased slightly, 
then dropped recently, resulting in 
inflation, high prices, greater pub- 
lic debt and this year they’ve had 
a serious drought. However, the 
President’s new program is design- 
ed to attract larger portions of the 
population to coastal zones where 
great irrigation projects are on the 
way, to develop the system of the 
nation’s 70 seaports and to pro- 
mote the diversification of crops. 
Much is being done to increase the 
productivity of agriculture and to 
bring new areas into cultivation 
through the new irrigation projects.

to improve public health services 
and the general health level of the 
nation. 

The Cortines Administration has 
proved itself to be the most vigor- 
ous in many years and it is expect- 
ed that the next decade will see 
Mexico’s greatest era of progress. 
An interesting sidelight—the Mex- 
ican Government, while expressing 
great friendship for its U. S. neigh- 
bors, has maintained the nation’s 
independence by refusing to sign a 
military defense pact with the U. S. 
The accent in Mexico is far less on 
the military side of life than in the 
U. S. and while there has been 
some pronounced infiltration of 
communism into the labor unions, 
Mexico is almost entirely free of 
emotion and the witch-hunting that 
has become the curse of its north- 
ern neighbor. The Mexican Federal 
leaders have the good judgment to 
realize that the best answer to com- 
munism is not hysteria or militar- 
ism but the elimination of the pov- 
erty which we reported in our issue 
of Sept. 15. 





The Russian Generals 

Shortly after the death of Stalin 
we reported, from our source of 
information on Russian affairs, that 
the internal struggle behind the 
Iron Curtain which promised hope 
of a lessening of international ten- 
sions would center between the po- 
litical powers of the Communist 
Party and the historic nationalism 
of the great Russian army. Since 
that day, a constant stream of 
events has verified the accuracy 
of our early analysis. The various 
left-wing publications in Europe, 
which have close connections with 
the whole European Communist 
movement, indicate that this was 
the split that brought down Beria 
who commanded this great politi- 
cal police force. It was reported 
that on the day Beria fell, forty 
Russian army tanks appeared on 
the Red Square, an incident now 
considered no mere coincidence in 
view of the fact that the leader of 
the dread political police on his 
own right could command over 
half a million specially trained 
men. Hence it appears obvious that 
the eruption which hurled Beria 
out of power involved army leaders 
who were on guard against any ef- 
fort by Beria’s forces to protect 
their chief. 

In a recent interview in the U. S. 
News (Sept. 18) a noted but un- 
named authority on Russia who 
operates within our government 
bore witness to these facts. Also in 
another interview reports from in- 
side Russia as far back as May 17 


named the army as the chief pow-

LEADING EDUCATORS say that unless there is an unexpected 
reversal in policies of the present Administration and an awakening in the 
mind of the entire public, a continued worsening of conditions is in- 
evitable, for increased enrollments due to a rising birth rate, building 
deterioration and obsolescence mean that some 425,000 additional class- 
rooms will be needed by 1960 just to hold the line as things stand at 
present. Today only 36,000 are in some stage of construction. With a 
present shortage of 345,000 classrooms, we must face—within 7 years— 
a total classroom shortage of nearly 800,000. The prospect is that we will 
gain approximately 250,000 units within that period, leaving a shortage 
of over a half million classrooms to meet minimum standards by 1960. 

10 MILLION MORE PUPILS: Seven years from now, whether 
these facilities are built or not, there will be 10 million more pupils in 
school than there are this fall. Elementary school enrollments are due to 
rise by a million students each year through 1957. 


THE EISENHOWER ADMINISTRATION built its political 
strength on promises of reduced Government spending and the strength- 
ening of our defenses against communism. Whenever the drive to econ- 
omize has threatened appropriations for cruisers, air carriers, bombers 
and artillery, the plane manufacturers, ship builders, admirals and gen- 
erals rushed in to protect their interests. No one rushed in to protect the 
interests of the children and the American school system. Consequently, 
instead of working to correct the growing threat to our schools, the Re- 
publican Administration and Congress this year has moved in the other 
direction. The budget of the Office of Education was cut so severely that 
Commissioner of Education Earl McGrath resigned in protest. Educators 
generally backed his stand. 

Furthermore, the Eisenhower Administration recommended a 25 
per cent slice in Federal grants to the states for education. This was too 
much even for Congress which finally voted to restore the cut, despite the 
fact that Secretary Hobby of the Health, Education and Welfare Depart- 
ment supported the cut. 

Congress also slowed up Administration plans to cut education 
funds by voting a $127 million program for school construction in de- 
fense-crowded areas, although the Eisenhower Administration had asked 
that this item be held down to $94 million. 


LLITERACY AND DEMOCRATIC STRENGTH: Three years ago 
a research project was organized by President Eisenhower himself, 
when he was head of Columbia University, to examine the problem of 
illiteracy in America. The report, recently published, revealed that 2.5 
million Americans are so poorly educated they can’t even read or write. 

The study headed by Dr. Eli Ginzberg, noted economist, found 
that illiteracy was concentrated mainly in the South among Negroes, 
Indians and migratory workers. It warns, however, that increased migra- 
tion northward, plus national defense needs, will make illiteracy increas- 
ingly a problem for all the states. 

ILLITERACY AND MILITARY STRENGTH: Illiterates re- 
jected during World War II would have made up more than 40 divisions 
in the Army, according to the report. There have been some bad military 
failures in Korea, as well as in World War II, that these 40 divisions might 
have prevented. Naturally the illiterates would have been required to pass 
the physical examinations too, but, as the records of the Army show, 
physical deficiencies are closely associated with mental inadequacy due to 
ignorance concerning proper diet, treatment of venereal diseases, etc. 

BIRDS Vs. CHILDREN: Pointing out that the country spends 
more money on the care of the young of migratory birds than it does on 
the education of the children of migrant workers, the Columbia Univer- 
sity report recommends a more liberal program of Federal grants-in-aid 
to the states for educational purposes. 

This recommendation, however, is in direct conflict with the pol- 
icies of the Eisenhower Administration. Budget Director Joseph M. 
Dodge has made it clear that he wants the Government to get out of the 
grants-in-aid program, and has directed Secretary Hobby to make cuts 
in this area. 


HE REAL SIGNIFICANCE of the plight of our public schools is 
highlighted by other factors: 

A Senate subcommittee, after a preliminary examination of the 
evidences of “acute increases in juvenile delinquency in America” has be- 
come so alarmed by its findings that it demands hearings in 20 key 
cities to inform the public. Teen-age narcotic addiction — outbreaks 
of which shocked the country a few months ago — is still a serious prob- 
lem in many cities, despite all that has been done by law enforcement 
officials, school authorities and the Federal Government. The wave of

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| Miracle Drugs, Dividends 
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Those who have watched the an- 
tibiotic Terramycin work miracles 
during the crisis of an illness have 
not begrudged the cost of the drug, 
though it fell heavy on a modest 
budget—50 cents for one capsule, 
or about $10 for the usual pre- 
scription. 

But the company that makes 
this patented product, the Chas. 
Pfizer Co., has mushroomed from 
$9 million in sales in 1942 to $107 
million in sales in 1952. This 104- 
year-old pharmaceutical concern 
was one of three which the Gov- 
ernment chose during the war to 
produce penicillin in large quanti- 
ties, and because it solved the prob- 
lem of quantity production first, it 
got a headstart on the other com- 
panies, became the largest war-time 
producer. Pfizer’s sales jumped 
again when streptomycin was pro- 
duced. Then when the war was 
over, this company focussed on 
developing a patented product that 
would improve its competitive po- 
sition — the result was Terramy- 
cin which now accounts for 75 per 
cent of its sales. Commented the 
N. Y. Times (July 19) “So far the 
company has not been forced to 
lower its selling price for Terramy- 
cin, and there has been no falling 
off in demand. But there is no as- 
surance that this happy combina- 
tion will continue, especially in 
view of the intensely competitive 
nature of the pharmaceutical busi- 
ness and the sharp price reductions 
made in the older antibiotics, such 
as penicillin and streptomycin.” In 
other words, that the manufactur- 
ers have been operating a highly 
successful monopoly, with exor- 
bitant profits drawn from the sick 
and unfortunate and that there is 
apparently no tendency to lower 
prices until circumstances of mar- 
keting compel it. 

An important question needs to 
be answered — and probably will 
be in the next decade — how high 
can profits be pushed on life-sav- 
ing drugs? At the present time in 
the pharmaceutical field the limit 
appears to be as high as the traffic 
will bear. There is also the relation- 
ship of the Government contracts to 
the tremendous acceleration in this 
firm’s advancement. 

To balance these questions is the 
fact that the lure of large profits 
inspired this firm to intensify its 
research program and thus develop 
the drug Terramycin which is re- 
garded today as probably the most 
effective antibiotic. However, to ac- 
cept the premise that only large 
profits inspire great achievements 
in medicine and science would be 
to repudiate the work of many re- 
search men whose lives have been 


dedicated selflessly to the task of 
healing. 


THE SUPPORTS 
































The future of America rests squarely on three main supports, the 
home, the school, the church. Everything else is subsidiary to those 
three main bastions. Our sense of group and community responsibil- 
ity, the quality of our personal relationships—hostile or cooperative— 
is determined in the home. If love, discipline, integrity, loyalty are 
not created there, it is unlikely they will be acquired elsewhere. Where 
the home fails the school fails, for while education provides the ac- 
cumulated knowledge, the traditions, the crafts and sciences of our 
day, of what value are these without goodwill, discipline, integrity? 
Yet two-thirds of a bridge is no bridge. The church is greatly needed 
then to give life its divine purpose, its highest meaning and eternal 
significance. We can very accurately estimate the qualities of our 
national life tomorrow by examining the condition of the home, 
school and church today.

fortunately curtail teen-age addiction in certain sections, according to the 
U. S. Commissioner of Narcotics. The Commissioner warns, however, 
of the continued menace in many areas, and of conditions which still pre- 
vail and foster such evils among teen-agers. 

RECENT FBI REPORTS concerning the increase in juvenile 
crime provided evidence that induced Oveta Culp Hobby, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, to urge publically that a concerted ef- 
fort be made to halt “the alarming rise” of juvenile delinquency in Amer- 
ica. She charged “parents, churches, schools and civic groups to see to it 
that every child learns the difference between right and wrong and learns 
it early.” Mrs. Hobby added “And every child, regardless of race, creed 
or economic circumstances, must be insured a fair chance in the world.” 
It is a commentary on our times that Mrs. Hobby is the same Cabinet 
member who urges a 25 per cent cut in Federal funds for education! 
(See AP and UP dispatches for Sept. 21 and 24 for additional details.) 

ALL AUTHORITIES agree that over-crowded school rooms, in- 
adequate teaching staffs and dilapidated buildings and equipment have 
a vital and close relationship to the growing problems of juvenile delin- 
quency and crime, just as do poor housing, city and rural slum conditions. 
But educators emphasize that overcrowded, poorly staffed, difficult school 
situations also exist outside of slum areas, where population growth, 
public indifference and community failure to finance school expansion has 
produced slum conditions in the schools of crowded but otherwise pros- 
perous communities. 


HERE IS THIS SITUATION LEADING US in terms of our na- 
tional life? It reveals itself in: (1) The widespread break-down of 
discipline in the schools which is acknowledged by many school author- 
ities, especially in high schools, where conditions prevail that are not clas- 
sified as juvenile delinquency but which lead to individual delinquency. 


(2) The great increase in drinking among college students revealed by

McCarthyism Waning? 

There are encouraging signs 
that we are slowly beginning to re- 
cover our balance after the recent 
era of Communist panic. While 
the threat of Russia as a military 
power is still being played up by 
the professional military propa- 
gandists, the danger of communism 
as a force interwoven in American 
life is slowly losing its realism and 
public appeal. Many civic, educa- 
tional and religious leaders have 
courageously protested at the for- 
mulas of certain politicians who 
use fear and innuendo to create 
anxieties that can be capitalized 
upon for political reasons. 

Dr. Pendleton Herring, retiring 
president of the American Politi- 
cal Science Association, recently 
flailed “political quacks who try to 
make careers for themselves by ex- 
ploiting public fears of communism 
. . . As the public understands such 
matters more clearly, political 
quacks should become less _ per- 
suasive with the voters.” 

This estimate is borne out by 
the latest findings of the Gallup 
polls which recently revealed 
that 42 per cent of the people thor- 
oughly dislike McCarthy, while 24 
per cent are on the fence, leaving 
only 34 per cent who approve of 
his antics—a decided decline in 
the senator’s popularity since the 
last poll on the subject in June. 

Part of this growing aversion to 
McCarthy resulted from his en- 
tanglement with the Army which 
revealed his methods of using dis- 
tortion and smear instead of solid 
evidence, but such methods were 
not as effective against Army men 
who had both the courage and the 
strength to strike back, as against 
less fortunate victims unable 
to fight back. When McCarthy re- 
leased charges concerning an Army 
educational booklet prepared to in- 
struct GI’s on the characteristics of 
the Russian people, the senator re- 
leased certain pages that he claim- 
ed were “communistic.” The N. Y. 
Times, in publishing these pages, 
pointed out that the passages 
would be pertinent in any such 
book that attempted to explain the 
nature and traits of any people. In 
its counter-attack, the Army reveal- 
ed that McCarthy had deliberate- 
ly left out those several pages that 
denounced communism and liken- 
ed life in the Soviet Union to that 
of convicts in prison. If wider pub- 
licity had been given to this inci- 
dental exposure of the senator’s fa- 
miliar methods, the Gallup poll re- 
sults would have zoomed still fur- 
ther against the Wisconsin buzz-saw. 

Perhaps also the many Ameri- 
cans who have been abroad during 
the past months contribute to 


greater understanding of the terri-

ble injury being done to American 
influence and prestige by the un- 
American attitudes and methods of 
McCarthy. The traveler must con- 
stantly “explain” McCarthyism to 
those he encounters and face every- 
where the comparison of McCar- 
thyism with fascism; he also comes 
constantly up against the increasing 
fear that America will cause a war 
with Russia, for foreign observers 
assume that McCarthy and his ir- 
rational, illogical behavior reflects 
American thought and policy. 

Here is a summary of foreign 
reaction to McCarthy recently run 
in The Progressive: 

IN ITALY: “As a result of Mc- 
Carthy committee hearings in 
Washington, the Italian branches 
of the U. S. Information Service 
have felt it necessary to remove 
from their shelves some of the most 
effective anti-Communist propa- 
ganda ever to appear in Italy.” 
(from Edmund Stevens in the 
Christian Science Monitor.) 

IN VIENNA: “McCarthy is the 
worst possible propaganda for 
America. It is what America’s 
friends in the whole world most 
deeply regret. McCarthy is the best 
ally that Communists have in the 
U. S.” (from the chief editor of the 
anti-Communist Arbiter Zeitung.) 

IN PARIS: “In Western Europe 
McCarthy .. . is criticized as much 
from the extreme Right as from the 
extreme Left, and the Center (pre- 
dominantly Catholic) regards him 
as a threat to the world it is trying 
to create.” (from Walter Kerr in 
the N. Y. Herald-Tribune.) 

IN GERMANY: “Even among 
the most violent anti-Communists, 
Sen. McCarthy has become a hat- 
ed symbol of the worst in Ameri- 
ca.” (from Sylvia Porter in the 
N. Y. Post.) 

IN THE U. S.: A Catholic mis- 
sionary, Father Leon Sullivan, who 
was imprisoned by the Communists 
in China, stated in the Catholic 
publication, the Commonweal, “I 
would rather return to my Chinese 
Communist prison cell than avail 
myself of Sen. McCarthy’s ‘pro- 
tection.’ He is as great, if not great- 
er threat to American freedom 
than the military might of the 
Kremlin, and, believe me, I do not 
underestimate either the Kremlin’s 
might or its cleverness.” 

There is considerable talk 
around Washington that President 
Eisenhower is keeping a political 
shotgun loaded for the emergency 
when the senator goes too far. The 
Department of Justice has, as is 
well known, carried out an investi- 
gation, linked to the report of the 
Senate investigating sub-commit- 


tee, on the financial affairs of Sen.

research reports. (3) The increase of crime in general as reflected in FBI 
reports. Such reports have to do with “yesterday’s children,” who were 
the victims of the over-crowded inadequate schools of the war years, a 
period that found educators already alarmed over the problems they were 
facing. The Yale University studies on “Drinking in College” disclosed 
that 74 per cent of students today drink regularly. While the Yale report 
gave no concise indication of the amount of increase, school officials gen- 
erally express the view that the number of students who drink has doubled 
in the past generation. The Yale studies report that students themselves 
freely acknowledge that the use of alcohol stimulates sexual irregularities 
and other behavior patterns that bring wreckage to the lives of many stu- 
dents. The relationship of student drinking to highway accidents and law- 
less behavior in general is too familiar for further comment. 


In its half-year statistical report, the FBI states that crime this year 
bids fair to pile up the nation’s worst toll in history. From Jan. 1 to 
July 1 this year, an increase of 2.5 per cent in crime is recorded over 
the first half of last year. The FBI has frequently forecast this increase, 
has clearly outlined the early indications of the trend during post-war 
years and has frequently released alarming records of increased participa- 
tion of youth and teen-agers in crime, reports which have been widely 
published. 


O RE-CAP: We do not belittle the dangers of communism, but we 

believe that much greater recognition should be given to the fact 
that communism has utilized the inner decay and corruption of society 
for its advancement far more often than it has used armed invasion; that 
an armed invasion of this country is most remote, in spite of the hysteria 
created by politicians and military propagandists who are using fear and 
exaggerations as political weapons to gain publicity for themselves and 
advance their own special interests; that in the growing failure of the 
institutions of free education, the cornerstone of democracy, we are creat- 
ing conditions that make the further disintegration of our free society 
inevitable. The path leads to chaos and tyranny. The only cure is an 
awakened sense of honesty and responsibility in the state, the church, 
the school, the home, a change that depends upon a spiritual awakening 
within the citizenry of America. The leaven of justice, integrity and re- 
sponsibility must work through all of us for our schools and all our insti- 
tutions reflect the kind of people we are. 


OMMUNISM’S LITTLE HELPER: Had the irresponsible fanati- 

cism of the McCarthy brand influenced the policies of West Berlin, 
the late Mayor Ernst Reuter, militant leader of West Berlin’s fight 
against communism, would never have had a chance to render the great 
service to the democratic West for which he was noted. For Mayor Reu- 
ter was for several years a Communist, though not the kind of ex-Com- 
munist who would indulge in the groveling and tale-bearing which the 
McCarthy method demands. Those who knew Ernst Reuter say that 
he always quickly acknowledged his former attachments when he was a 
hungry bewildered young German. But if pressed for further explana- 
tions, justifications or revelations, he would have given his interrogators 
such a skilled tongue-lashing as would have made quick work of the 
awkward antics of a McCarthy. A fearless opponent of Russian Com- 
munist expansion, the late Mayor Reuter never lost sight of the condi- 
tions that inticed youth into the Red movement. He preached the doc- 
trine of “win them, don’t drive them underground.” Many of our most 
effective allies against communism in Europe would be rendered useless 
to the cause of democracy if McCarthyism held sway in European capi- 
tals. That’s why Communists report McCarthy to be one of their best 
allies in America. (For further details, see report “McCarthyism Wan- 
ing?” beginning third column, page 3.) 


G words INTO PLOWSHARES: A recent directive from the Krem- 
lin instructed war factories to switch a part of their production to 
farm tractors in order to increase the Soviet’s food output. The order 
came directly from the Council of Ministers, headed by Malenkov, and 
the Central Committee of the Soviet Communist Party; it asked the Min- 
istry of Defense to guarantee an output of 5,000 tractors in 1954 and 
10,000 tractors in 1955. Tractors are usually built only by the Ministry 
of Machine Building which will also continue its production. 

This is just one more detail in the mounting evidence that Russia 
is making more preparations for peace than for war.
